CHAPTER 163.

TOWNSHIP TRUSTEES AND ROAD SUPERVISORS.

AN ACT prescribing the duties of Township Trustees and Road
gupervisom in certain cases, :

Seorion 1.  Be it enacted by the General Assembly of
the State of Iowa, That the Township Trustees of each
organized Township in this State shall at an annual
meeting to be held on the second Monday of April
in each year, or as soon thereafter as the assessment
book is received by the Clerk, determine upon the
amount of property tax to be levied for roads, bridges,
plows and scrapers, and for payment of any indebtedness
previously contracted by such township for road pur
poses, and levy the same, which shall not be more than
three mills on the dollar on the amount of the Township
assessment for that year, and said Trustees shall at the
same time determine, what portion of said tax not ex-
ceeding one mill on the dollar in any or all of the road
districts in their township shall be paid in money, and
what portion thereof may be paid in labor; Provided,
That when incorporated cities are by act of incorporation
heretofore passeg, made road districts, this Act shall not
interfere with such districts, but the same shall be under
the control of such city.

Sec. 2. The Supervisor shall within ten days after
receiving the tax list specified in sections 892 and 893,
Chapter 46 of the Revision of 1860, post up in three con-
spicuous places within his distriet, written notices of the
amount of road tax assessed to each tax payer in said
district, which tax list and notice shall specify what por-
tion of said tax, if any, shall be paid in money, and in
